On the estimate for the Department of 
Justice, Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY Som 
Mavo, 8.) said that when the debate was 
adjourned the previous day he had been re-

number of Civic Guards and had pointed out 
that that increase had taken place whilst 
(here was in office an Executive pledged to 
reduce very considerably the number of men 
in the force, and not to fill up vacancies 
which migh* occur, go as to reduce the 
numbers of the Guards.

FIRE IN LEINSTER HOUSE. 
Mr. FITZGERALD (F.G.,

there was a fire in Leinster House, and the 
Suggestion was made that it was an incen- 
diary outbreak, and it was even hinted that 
it was caused by the Blue Shirts. The 
Government used that as an excuse’ to re- 
cruit a new force, popularly known as the 
“ Broy Harriers.” It was a remarkable 
thing that, in so far as information had 
come out in courts, the new force was re- 
cruited from law-breakers. There had been 
a suggestion that there would be an inquiry 
into that fire, but they had heard no more 
about it. Everywhere that one went in the 


country they found that the police were not | 


Ea the proper force to put down law- 
breakers. 


On St. Patrick's Day last there was a 
meeting oí the U.1.P. in Muinebeag and a 
riot started. The blackguards of the neigh- 
bourhood came out to break up the meeting 
and create a riot. He (Mr. Fitzgerald) had 
received a letter in which it was stated that 
a man who twice broke through the police 
cordon and who was one of the ringleaders 
was struck by a detective sergeant. That 
detective sergeant had since been reduced. 

““In the present condition of the country,”’ 
said Mr. Fitzgerald, “ and under any circum- 
stances, it must be recognised that when 
there is a riot the policemen must he left 
to judge what degree of force should be 
used. On such an occasion as that. and in 
the condition that we are in, the police should 
tend to use more force rather than less force, 
and the Government should recognise that 
they are doing more harm by coming down 
on a man because he was too zealous than 
by condemning the man who did not use 
sufficient force.’’ 


Time and again he had been told by police 


that they dare not do what was necessary 
to prevent disorder, because that was more 
than their jobs were worth. It was notorious 
in the police force at the moment that if 
any supporter of the Fianna Fail or of the 
J.R.A. broke the law it was more than their 
jobs were worth to take the proper methods 
that should be used on such an occasion. 


DUNDALK MINE, 


The Minister had stated that the police did 
not believe that there was any connection 
between the meeting in Parnell square in 
February and the.explosion of a Jand mine in 
Dundalk the following day, but it was signi- 
ficant that the police arrested a man and 
asked him if he had been present at that 
meeting and was he a member of the engineer- 
ing section of the body calling itself Oglaigh 
na hEireann, and was he in Dundalk on the 
day of the explosion. Apparently the police 
had not the same conviction as the Minister 
that there was no connection between the 
meeting in Parnell square and the explosion 
in Dundalk. On the day of the explosion it 
was well known to the Government that 
there was to be an explosion, because the 
military were going all around County Dublin. 
The only thing the Government apparently 
did not know was where exactly the land 
mine was to be exploded. They knew the 
people responsible. 

They were paying a large sum for the 
maintenance of the police force, and yet the 
Government were conniving at the continu- 
ance and propagation of an illegal organisa- 
tion. whose purpose was to overthrow the 
State and social order. 

During the railway strike of last year a 
railway Ties was removed, causing the murder 
of two men. That was an organised murder. 
The Government had told the House nothing 
about it since, and had told them nothing 
about what steps they were taking. The 
Government knew every member of G.H.Q. 
of the I.R.A. and of the Communist Party 
who were in possession ‘of information which 
would enable the Government to bring to 
justice the people who were guilty of that 
crime. The Government had power to ques- 
tion people who had information, and if 
they refused to answer they could put them 
into prison. No man had been arrested for 
being a member of the I.R.A., which was 
an illegal organisation, and yet they had the 
Attorney-General admitting that three men 
had been arrested for being*members of the 
Blue Shirt organisation, which was a per- 
fectly legal organisation. 


CLASS FEELING. 


If the Government remained in power for 
any length of time and continued to protect 
the criminals and punished police who did 
their duty and promoted police who did not 
do their duty, what was before the country : 
The President in a speech recently had in- 
cited class feeling in the country, and the 
Government gam constantly appealing to the 
supidity of 
a ’ hed the police in such a state that 
Ahoy felt they must.support the law-breaker 
against the law-abiding man. If they did 
their duty, the police felt that they would 
be punished, An order had been given that 
no man in a blue shirt was to be allowed to 
address. a meeting. Legally any man 10 a 
blue shirt had a right to do so. The police 
knew that at the time they arrested General 
O'Duffy, but, at the same time, they had an 
order from their superiors to make the 
arrest. ‘There they had in the police a con-

THE BIGGEST COWARDS. 


There was an opportunity now to put down 
crime in the country. e people to whom 
the Government were pandering were the 
biggest cowards in the country. The moment 
the Cumann na nGaedheal Government 
brought in the seventeenth amendment these 
people went back to their funk-holes. It was 
only when a Fianna Fail Government came 
into office these little bullies came out to 
throw their weight about. The whole dis- 
order at the moment was due to the action of 
the Government, and they were leaving the 
country in such a condition that virtually 
every class was beginning to think in extra- 
legal terms. He mentioned the happenings 
in Tralee when General O’Duffy was 
assaulted and his motor car burned, and said 
that the police, instead of using what force 
they possessed against would-be murderers, 
with their bombs and the rest, at the request 
of these would-be murderers. searched their 

otential victims to see that they were 

efenceless against attack. Such conditions 
as that could only lead to anarchy, and the 
Government was responsible. 

General MacKEOI (U.I.P., Longford- 
Westmeath) said that he was perturbed at 
the thought that the moral of the Garda was 
being shaken all over the country owing to 
causes difficult to explain. In several districts 
where U.I.P. meetings had been held, where 
the Guards had found it necessary to take 
action to prevent disorderly conduct, a report 
or deputation was sent up from the Fianna 
Fail club to the Minister for Justice. The 
deputation caused the announcement to be 
made in a semi-public manner as to the 
punishment they were going to have meted 
out to certain members of the Guards, and 
subsequently they announced that the 
Minister had undertaken to punish particular 
Guards. It invariably happened—whether 
through coincidence or not — that within a 
week or so the members of the Guards men- 
tioned were transferred. That left the im- 
pression on members of the Giuards that, if 
they took certain action, they were going to 
be punished afterwaras. 


GUARDS AS ENEMIES. 


From Longford town certain members of 
the Fianna Fail Executive came up on a 
deputation to interview the Minister, and the 
Irish Press published that the Minister had 
ee to take stern action against the 
suard complained of. A day or two after- 
wards the Jrish Press announced that the 
Minister had not promised any such thing, 
but the strange thing was that the Guard 
mentioned was immediately transferred. He 
wished to know was that a transfer in ‘the 
ordinary course of events, or did it result 
from views put forward by the deputation. 
In certain areas members of Fianna Fail 
clubs regarded the Guards as enemies and 
traitors. He knew tha the Minister did not 
share that view, but members of the Guards 
in the country were left with an uneasy feel- 


ing. 

Tie would like also to ask the Minister 
about activities of the I.R.A. in Longford. 
It was stated that quite recently a musketry 
course had bee carried . out in the 
northern part of that county. Rifle 
fire was heard over a_ period. Had 
the Minister anv report on this 
matter? The brigade commander was well 
known. and he boasted of the efficiency and 
competence of his unit. It was also stated 
that a consignment of rifles was recently 
brought in, and that the I.R.A. were met 
marching with a number of new rifles. He 
wanted fo_-know if the Minister had any 
information about this’ 

At this point Mr. COSGRAVE (U.I.P.. 
Cork) intervened to say that from newspaper 
placards which he had seen that morning it 
would appear that he had made charges 
ayainst the police. He presumed that they 
had reference to a statement the previous 
day in the Dail. 

Í made no charges against the police, he 
said. I do not know the police Guards who 
have been appointed to observe my move- 
ments. 1 would not be able to identify 
any more than three of them, who have been 
transferred from the military, so it would be 
impossible for me to make a charge against 
them.

UNEMPLOYMENT FIGURES. 


Industrial employment was increasing, yet 
they had Deputy Alfred Byrne going down to 
Wexford and saying that there were more 
carpenters and painters unemployed than 
ever. That statement was not true. 

Alderman BYRNE—It was made by the 
representative of the trade union concerned 
at the Corporation, and I was quoting. 

Mr. LEMASS—The statment was not true, 
and the deputy should have made inquiries. 
He had ascertained the recorded statistics, 
and found that in October, 1932, the number 
of carpenters and joiners registered as 
unemployed was 869, and in October, 1933, 
it was 368. In October, 1932. there were 605 
painters registered as unemployed, and in 
October, 1954, the number was 465. 

Alderman BYRNE—Too many. 

Mr. LEMASS—For January, 1933, and 
January, 1934, the corresponding figures for 
carpenters and joiners were 1,061 and_ 580 
respectively ; and for painters 1,084 and 740.

EVIDENCE AT GALWAY 
INQUEST.

At an inquest which was held this evening 
in Galway Prison by Coroner M. J. Allen, 
solicitor. on the body of Delia Nolan, Shrule, 
County Mayo, who died in her cell this morn- 
ing while awaiting trial on a charge of 
malicious damage in St. Patrick’s Parish 
Church, Galway, evidence was given by Dr.

NEGOTIATIONS were resumed yester- 
day between thé Assdciated Irish 
Railway Companies and the railway 
unions. The meeting was again held at the 
Irish Railway Clearing House, Kildare 
street, Dublin. 

The questions under consideration were 
the wage rates and conditions which are to 
come into operation on the railway systems 
on May Ist. 

At the last meeting, according to the 
official organ of one of the unions, the com- 
panies again asked for the balance of the 
15 per cent, reduction in wages which 
formed the basis of their claim before the 
[rish Railway Wages Board on the 26th 
November, 1933. This was rejected by the 
unions. 

The following official statement was 
issued at the conclusion of to-day’s 
meeting :— ) 

“A meeting took place to-day in the 
Irish Railway Clearing House, Kildare 
street, Dublin, between the Associated 
Irish Railway Companies and the 
National Union of Railwaymen, 
Associated Society of Locomotive 
Engineers’ and Firemen and the Rail- 
way Clerks’ Association. 

‘* There was a full exchange of views 
after which the meeting was adjourned 
to enable the parties to give further 
consideration to the matter.” 

It is understood that no basis for a 
settlement has been found as yet and that 
the matter may be referred to the Irish 
Railway Wages Board.

RIOTS IN BOMBAY. 
POLICE FIRE ON STRIKERS.

BOMBAY, Friday. 

One person is reported to have heen 
killed, and numbers injured, in serious 
clashes between the police and mill 
strikers to-day.

THE CHIEF TROUBLE. 


In an interesting discourse on tuberculosis 


and its treatment, Sir Fendrill C. Varrier- 
Jones, M.A., M.R.C.P., of Papworth Village 


Settlement, said that the whole trouble with. 


tuberculosis was that years ago, when they 
started the campaign, they visualised a 
problem which did not exist. Now, after 
niany years’ work, they were realising that 
they were wrong. They had thought that 
the problem was composed of early cases 
waiting for sanatoria, and that when they 


had been treated in the sanatoria they would 


be fit to return to work in the ordinary en- 
vironments. They knew now that there 
we early cases waiting and anxious for 
trea n-ár The problem was at the basis an 
sg ore. The working man could not 
id to be an early case. Neither the 
ck-coated ” man nor tha clerk—male or 
female—could afford to be an early case of 
tuberculosis. The result was that he or she 
did not go to the medical man, but stuck it 
out and tried to work until it was too late, 
because they had to earn enough money to 
keep ‘themselves and their families alive. 

What they wanted was to visualise tubercu- 
Josis in an entirely different way. Obviously 
the old method of sanatoria for the early 
cases did not fill the bill. They had to take 
into their institutions middle cases. They 
had to build downwards for surgical and 
medical treatment and upwards for permanent 
and after. care. 

At Peamount they took those cases of men 
living in ordinary environments and treated 
them in both directions. The old régime was 
going out of date, and in many countries it 
had already gone. lt would have to go. If 
they were going to put a man at rest, they 
should put him at rest. They were going to 
put him at rest by new surgical’ methods 
which were so revolutionising the treatment 
of tuberculosis. Putting a man at rest, if 
they did not make it possible for him to 
earn his living in the future, was doing only 
half their job. The longer they put a man 
at rest the greater the danger of making him 
morally incapable of returning to ‘earn his 
own living. They had got to build up a 
training system, not only training his muscles 
back to earning capacity, but training his 
mind away from the period of moral collapse 
to enable. him to take up work once more. 
(Once a man suffered from tuberculosis of the 
lungs he would suffer from it always. There- 
fore, they had to build up an environment in 
which such a man could work and earn his 


living without detriment to himself or his 


neighbours. That was their problem in a 
village settlement. 


THE OPEN WINDOW. 

They had not yet done their job. In 
England they had only one-third of the beds 
occupied by early cases and two-thirds by 
advanced cases, and these were sent home to 
infect others. They were beginning to realise 
that the time had come when they had got to

ADVANCED CASES. 


Dr. Barry, Medical Superintendent, re- 

orted that, although increasing provision 
iad been made i; the various counties for 
advanced cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, 
yet the number sent for treatment at Pea- 
mount continued to be very high, and as the 
majority. of these cases was very chromic they 
clogged the beds and lengthened the waiting 
list, with the result that probable early hope- 
ful cases were delayed admission and treat- 
ment. Surgical cases had been received 
during the year, and as many more refused. 
As there seemed no prospect of proper pro- 
vision for these patients the possibility of a 
special dhéana at Peamount might be 
considered. The delay in building a surgical 
unit had caused considerable inconvenience in 
carrying out the operations so essential in 
modern treatment of tuberculosis. 

Every modern treatment was carried out 
at Peamount as far as possible, but at present 
patients requiring major chest operations had 
to be sent to city hospitals, and that neces- 
sarily limited the work. 

The children’s pavilion continued, said Dr. 
Barry, to hold a bright and happy place 
in their midst. During the year 142 children 
had passed through it, carrying away very 
happy recollections of their stay. 


DISCHARGED PATIENTS. 


Statistics showed that” of the 339 adult 
patients discharged, 61 came from Kerry, 
55, from Kildare; Dublin sent 31, Roscommon 
29, Tipperary 27, Donegal 19, Wicklow 18, 
Offaly 13. Among the male patients, the 
largest number, , had been engaged in 
agriculture; and of the women 100 had been 
engaged in domestic and personal service. 
The maximum number of male cases treated 
fell between the ages of 20 and 25 years. 
Among females the ages were 15 and 20 years 
and 25 and 30 years. 


VILLAGE SETTLEMENT. 

The report of the Peamount Village Settle- 
ment and Peamount Industries showed a 
large increase. The greatest advance was 
made in the establishment of the glove in- 
dustry, which would shortly be capable of 
providing work for 100 girls. The. boot- 
making and repairing department had been 
improved by the addition of the new finishing 
machinery. They were now capable of produc- 
ing boots equal to those obtainable in Dublin. 
If the money or portion of the money awarded 
from the sweepstakes could be paid they 
could turn their attention to the housing of 
the married settlers. : 
Attention was drawn to the fact that speci- 
mens of the Settlement products would be 
exhibited at the Spring Show in May next. 

Mr. P, S. Bermingham, dentist to the sana- 
torium, reported that there had been a steady 
improvement in the children under observa- 
tion. . 


EARLY TREATMENT.

DUNDALK BOMB. 


INOUEST ON OLD WOMAN.

“ One shudders to think of the dreadful 
burden which the men who flung this bomb 
must carry in their minds for the rest. of 
their days,’’ said Mr. Thomas Teevan, solici- 
tor. at Dundalk to-day, when an inquest was 
held on Mrs. Frances McGrory (63), the Dun- 
dalk woman, whose house in Chapel street 
was bombed in Febrnary last. Mrs. McGrory 
died a month afterwards. 

The inquest was held by 
Murphy, Coroner, and a jury. 

Patrick McGrory, husband of the dead 
woman, said that when coming from evening 
devotions he heard a loud explosion, and on

. going home found his house in atoms, and the 


debris all: over-the street. When he left 
the house his wife, who had not been too 
well recently, had been sitting at the fire in 
the: kitchen reading a praver-book. Her 
body was found in the débris. His wife 
went to hospital, and after returning home 
died, 

In reply to Mr. Teevan (for the -State), 
Mr. MeGrory stated that he never gave 
cause to anyone to throw a bomb into the 
house. 

Alex McDonald, a nine year old boy, said 
that he was playing on the street when he 
heard the window being broken, and saw 
two men running away ‘through an entry. 
“Then,” said’ the boy, “the. house col- 
lapsed, and some of it fell on me.’’ 

Dr. Magrath, State pathologist, who made 
a post-mortem examination with Dr. O’Brien, 
said that death was due to heart failure, 
accelerated by the shock of the explosion. 
The woman would not have died in March 
but for the explosion. 

The Coroner said that it was obvious that 
bomb knew Mr. 
McGrory’s house as well as Mr. McGrory 
himself knew it. - 
_ The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
With the medical ‘evidence.

Gaze and Jessop were a private 
limited lability company. His position as 
member of the Board of Health had nothing 
whatever to do with Messrs. Gaze and Jessop,

John Reilly, examined by the Inspector, 
said that he was a brother of Thomas Reilly, 
Secretary, Board of Health. Witness brought 
the paying orders in question to Gaze and 
Jessop. irwan told him to get them from 
the secretary. Kirwan did not give him 
written instructions. Witness would bring 
stuff to Kirwan, who would tell him to get 
the cheque and bring it over, and he (Kir- 
wan) would sign it. Witness went to the 
secretary and got paying orders..

“EVIDENCE SPCFHE 
MILITARY’

' Patrick Carroll—were brought before 
the Military’ Tribunal at Collins Barracks, 
Dublin, yesterday, in connection with an 
alleged attempt to blow up the Post Office at 
Catrigtwohill, Co. Cork, and the residential 
portion of the building, in which there were 
six persons, by means of an explosive in 
March last. : 

Hartnett and Bray were charged with con- 
sping to wreck by means of an explosive 
a dwelling-house at Carrigtwohill, which was 
occupied Thomas Mulholland (sen.), Mrs. 
Mulholland; Mrs; McAuliffe, Thorhas Mul- 
holland (jun.), John and Bernard Mulholland, 
and with having placed an explosive 
with intent to. destroy the building 
and endanger life. Carroll and Hartnett 
were’ charged with conspiring to com- 
mit an offence by having in their posses- 
sion or under their control in March last an 
explosive with intent to endanger life or cause 
serious injury to property.. A “third count 
charged Bray with attempting to blow up the 
house, and John Hartnett ‘with being an 
accessory before the fact. Bray was also 
charged with having about 29th March last 
damaged portion of the Mulholland’s house 
at Carrigtwohill by means of an explosive. 
Hartnett was further charged with having 
counselled, procured and commanded Bray to 
commit the offence.. In another count. Bray 
was charged with having placed an explosive 
near the building, and Hartnett with being 
an accessory before the fact. 

A fifth count’ charged Bray with the 
possession of an explosive and causing an ex- 
plosion, and Hartnett with being an accessory, 
while in a sixth count Hartnett was charged 
with having under his control an explosive, 
and P. Carroll with being an actessory. 
seventh count Hartnett was charged with 
inciting Bray to use an explosive to destroy 
a dwelling-house in which there were six 
persons. 

Mr. John J. Kavanagh (instructed by Mr. 
F. F. Russell, solicitor, Cork) appeared for 
Hartnett, and Mr. E. O'Mahony (instructed 
by the same solicitor) for Bray and Carroll. 

The three accused pleaded ‘‘ Not guilty.” 


COUNSEL’S STATEMENT. 


Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C., with Mr. J. 
P. McEnery (instructed by Mr. J. 8. 
O’Connor) prosecuting for the Attorney- 
General, anid that the evidence would show 
that they attempted to perpetrate a barbarotis 
and shocking crime in the village of Carrig- 
twohill on 28th or 29th March last. Among 
the residents was Mr. Mulholland, who con- 
ducted the local post office. In connection 
with that he had a small shop, and lived over 
the shop with his family. On Wednesday, 
28th March, Mr. Mulholland and his family 
retired to rest, and about 2.30 next morning 
there was an explosion, which caused great 
damage to the house of Mr. Mulholland and 
of Mrs. Murphy, next door. Witnesses would 
satisfy the Court that a land mine was placed 
at or near the door of Mr. Mulholland’s house. 
The six people in the house had a remarkable 
escape from death or injury. On 25th March 
there was found in an old quarry an infernal 
machine which appeared to be in the nature 
of a try out. 


EXPLOSION IN A FIELD. 


Garrett O’Brien, a part-time postman, said 
that on Sunday, 25th March, he was driving 
Father O’Brien in a pony and trap, and when 
near Mr. Bowdren’s house at Slaty Bridge 
they heard a loud explosion at close range. 
Looking up the field he saw Hartnett and 
Carroll walking across it from a hedge where 
smoke was rising. That was about yards 
from the roadway. Neither of the men had 
shot-guns. 

The Rev. J. O’Brien, C.C., Carrigtwohill, 

ave similar evidence regarding the explosion. 
He saw Hartnett and Carroll walking across 
the field about 20 or 30 yards away. 

To Mr. Kavanagh, he said the explosion 
could have been like that of a shot-gun, but 
he would not say it was a slight pe a 


THE ARRESTS. 


Chief-Superintendent Stack, Cork, gave 
evidence of the arrest of the accused, Hart- 
nett and Carroll. When brought into the 
station at Carrigtwohill, Hartnett said: 
“ Well, we are meeting the Tans again. It 
is just a repetition of old times.’’ On the 
following day the witness was told that 
Hartnett would like to speak to him, and, 
when he entered the office, Hartnett sat 
down and said: “ | want to tell you the 
story about this damned thing. It is worry- 
ing me, and may as well out with it.’’ 
He asked the witness what would happen 
to him, and the witness replied : “You will 
get ten or fifteen years if you did t.” He 
said : '' It does not matter. I will-out with 
it all.” He then recounted what had 
happened on the Saturday. — 

The witness said that he ordered Hartnett 
back to his cell and told him to think 
whether he would make a statement, adding, 
“Jt is .ery serious, attempting to blow up 
a family, and you will get a terrible knock 
for it.”” The same night Hartnett said to 
hin: “I made three mines: altogether, and 
I have one left. If you come to Carrigtwohill 
1 will give you the mine, some fuse and caps. 
I have an old shot-gun, too, if you want it. 
The oid rifles are not much good. I would 
like to meet Danny Bray, too, and make 
a clean. breast of it, I also want to see my 
mother.’’ 

In a statement, the accused said that he 
made two land mines in the yard of his 
own house on the previous Sunday. As the 
mine was exploding Father O’Brien, of Carrig- 
twohill, and Garrett O’Keeffe passed in a 
pony and trap, and saw Patrick Carroll and 
himself near:the place where the explosion 
took place. He gave one land mine to Bray 
and told him to put it in front of Mulholland’s 
house on Thursday morning (March 28th). 
He went to Mount Melleray with Patrick 
Carroll and returned on Thursday evening. 
Carroll knew nothing about what was happen- 
ing. 

“The third land mine,” the statement went 
on, “is in Coysin’s yard at Carrigtwohill, 
and I intended to explode that mine at the 
back of the village in order to put the wind 
up the Blue Shirts.”” On the night of Satur- 
day, ólst March, the witness continued, Bray 
was brought to Hartnett in the day room at 
Carrigtwohill Station, and Hartnett said to 
him: ‘‘ The game is up, Danny; I told the 
whole truth to the chief.

The owner and driver of the 
motor car, Michael J. O’Brien, Cabra road, 
Dublin, a Civil Servant; and a passenger, 
Miss Annie Coughlan, of Ranelagh, Dublin, 
were killed.. Four other passengers in the 
car were imjured, and were how plaintiffs. in 
actions claiming. damages against the. Irish 


Omnibus Company, the owners of the ’bus in-: 


volved in the collision. They 
negligence on the part of the company in the 
repair and maintenance of the ‘bus, which 
rendered it impossible for the driver to con- 
trol the ‘bas: efficiently. This allegation was 
denied by the defendant compeny. The 
laintiffs were:—Mrs, Lilian Donaghy, 
allyroan House, Ballyboden, Rathfarnham ; 
Frederick Ellwood Chapman, Civil Servant, 
146 Richmond road, Drumcondra; Walter R. 
Jemmett, Civil Servant, 75 Grosvenor square, 
Rathmines ; Miss Alma Reid, 32 Howth road, 
Clontarf. | 
It was agreed that. the case of Mrs. 
Donaghy should first be heard, and that, if 
she were successful,” the only question for 
decision in the other cases would be the 
assessment of damages. 
Mr.J.M. FitzGerald, K.C.; Mr. Basil 
McGuckin, K.C.; and Mr. Joseph Mooney 
(instructed by Messrs. Murphy and Mallins) 
appeared for all the plaintiffs; and Mr. K. 
Dockrell, K.C.; Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., and 
Mr. Charles Casey (instructed by Mr. J. J. 
McDonald) for the defendant company. 


THE BRAKES, 

Mr. Robinson (of Messrs. Stokes, O’Cal- 
laghan ‘and (Co. motor engineers and 
assessors) said that the car was completely 
wrecked —the worst wreck he had ever seen— 
and he was of opinion that the ‘bus must 
have heen travelling at about 30 m.p.h. 

in reply to Mr. Dockrell, witness said that 
the impact between the ‘bus and the car 
must have been tremendously violent, and he 
agreed that things might have happened to 
upset the calculations of experts. For a 
motor vehicle travelling 25-30 m.p.h., and 
with adequate brakes, the standard by which 
it was reckoned it should pull up was at the 
rate of a foot per mile. According to the 
marks on the road, the ‘bus in this case 
pulled up in its own length. 

To Mr. FitzGerald, witness said. that the 
marks were such as to give him the impres- 
sion that one set was not acting. 

Mr. FitzGerald—Was it the wall or the 
brakes that pulled the ‘bus up here in its 
own length?—The wall. 

Mr. William O’Brien, brother of the late 
Mr. Michael J, O’Brien, said that «he had 
often driven the Bean car, owned by the late 
Mr. M. J. O’Brien. . It had been bought 
secondhand, but was in good running order. 
{ts maximum speed on a level road with a 
tull load of passengers was 30 m.p.h. 

This closed the case for the plaintiff. 

Mr. Dockrell asked for a direction in 
favour of the ’bus company on the ground 
that plaintiff had not given any evidence 
showing negligence on the part of the de- 
fendants to cause the accident. 

w Mr. Justice O'Byrne refused the applica- 
1on. 

Mr. Dockrell, for the defendants, ‘said that 
the accident was a remarkable one in some 
respects. In the first place, it happened on 
a stretch of dead-straight road, on which, 
even at 11 o'clock at night, the driver of the 
bus and the driver of the car should have 
seen each other’s vehicles. The road was 
broad, with twenty-five feet of driving 
surface, and the photographs showed that the 
collision occurred in the middle of it, so that 
there was twelve feet of space within which 
the car could have safely passed the ’bus. 
None of the four — of the car had 

1 


any recollection of what occurred at the 
crucial moment. 


LOSS OF MEMORY. 

He had never heard a case in which there 
had been such a collective loss of memory. 
None of them saw the ‘bus, one lady did not 
remember getting into the motor car at all 
that evening, and others only remembered 
what happened as far as Shankill, 
which the curtain was drawn and their minds 
were a blank, The case for the defence, in 
support of which the dtiver and some pas- 
sengers in the 'bus would be called, was that 
the ’bus was travelling from Bray on its own 
side at about eighteen miles per hour. The 
driver of the "bus saw the motor car approach 
him. When it was within twenty-five or 
thirty vards of the ’bus it suddenly swerved 
into the path on the left-hand side—for what 
reason could not be conjectured—hit the 
kerb, came out again and struck the ‘bus on 
the right-hand side. When the driver of the 
‘bus saw the car swerving he put on his 
brakes and steered towards his left. As he 
did so the car crashed into the right front 
side of the "bus, which was driven into the 
wall, 

Thomas Smyth, the driver of the "bus on 
the occasion, said that he was coming from 
Avoca to Dublin, and, after leaving Bray, 
was travelling at about 18 m.p.h. Near 
Woodbrook he noticed two small lights 
coming over the top of the hill towards him, 
and, when the oncoming car was about 30

| yards “away he was about to dim the lights 


on the ‘bus, At that moment the car swerved 
and mounted the footpath. He applied his 


brakes immediately, and pulled in as closely | 


as he could on his own side. The car swerved 
across the road from the path and struck his 


| bus between the right hand tyre ‘and the 


radiator The impact completely lilted the 
bus against the wall on the side of the road. 
and the “bus came to rest in the wall. When 
he got out of the ‘bus he saw the people 
who had been in the car lying on the road. 

"BUS DRIVER’S ANSWERS. 

In reply to Mr. FitzGerald, witness said 
that he was a relief driver employed by the 
1.0.C., and also drove <:pecial ’bses, Al 
though he did not drive regularly on this 
route, he knew the road fairly well, and he 
denied that he was on the wrong side when 
the collision occurred. His brakes were work- 
ing properly. 

Mr. FitzGerald—This is a fine road, and I 
suggest that you were doing over 30 m.p.h. 
when you collided with the motor car ?—The 
sane was ‘“‘pinking’’ and would not 
** pull.”' 

Did you dim your lights?’—No, but I had 
my hand on the switch to do so when the 
car swerved to the path. 

Mr, Justice O’Byrne—Why did that stop 
you ?—When I saw him swerve I put on the 
rakes, including the hand brake, which is 
a four-wheel brake. 

Yet you could not stop your ’bus to avoid 
the accident, travelling at 18 m.p.h. in third 
gear up an incline with two sets of four- 
wheel brakes ?—I could not. 

Mr. FitzGerald—I suggest that. it. the 
brakes were in working order, the ‘bus could 
have been stopped in 14 feet? 


The witness said that he thought the 


shortest distance in which he could stop the 


"bus was 25 feet. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—When you saw the 
car swerve on to the footpath 30 or 35 yards 
away, you were aware that the driver was 
in difficulties and that you had to be care- 
ful ?—1. was. 

Mr. D. Duffin, a passenger in the ‘bus, 
said that he saw the small motor car ap- 
proaching. It suddenly swerved when quite 
close and ran into the "bus. He shouted 
“look out” just before the accident oc- 
curred. 

Mr. Joseph Quigley, District Superinten- 
dent of the I.0.C., detailed the damage done 
to the ‘bus, and said that the gears were 
still in third when he examined the ‘bus half 
an hour after the accident. 

Michael Quinn, an L.0.C. driver, who had 
driven the ‘bus the day before the accident, 
said that the engine and brakes were in per- 
fect working order. 

Andrew Clements, conductor of the "bus 
said that it was going at a moderate speed 
all the way írom Arklow to the scene of the 
accident... 

This concluded the evidence. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne “said that he would 
put the following questions to the jury:— 
(1) Waé tthe ha négligent ? ' (2) Were 
the brakes in a defective condition? (3) If 
go, was such due té the negligence of the 
defendant, company ?.

CIRCUIT COURT ORDER 
RESTORED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE FITZGIBBON, MR. 
JUSTICE MURNAGHAN AND MR. 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
appeal of Mrs. Mary McGovern, of Manor- 
hamilton, Co. Leittim, from two orders of the 
High Court, dated March 3, 1933, reversing 
the decisions given by Circuit Court Judge 
Sheehy in her favour in two actions brought 
against her for the specific performance of an 
agreement to purchase licensed premises in 
Manorhamilton, which were in the occupation 
of the late Thomas McGovern and his wife, 
Mrs. Mary McGovern, the defendant in the 

actions. 

In one summons the plaintiffs, Andrew 

Jameson, of Glenboy, Manorhamilton, and 
Walter Scrutton, York, England, sued as 
executors of the late Emil Robinson, and. in 
the second summons. Andrew Jameson sued 
as admihistrator of the late William Henry 
Robinson. ee” 
. Ohe a was taken on the ground that 
the High Court was wrong in law and in 
fact in holding that the plaintiffs had shown 
good title to the premises contracted to, be 
suld by the late William Henry Robinson and 
the late Emily Robinson, and in holding that 
the late Emily Robinson took an estate in 
fee simple in the premises under the limita- 
tions of a marriage settlement of December 
26, 1881. 


In the second case thé appeal was taken 
on the ground that. the High Court was 
wrong in law and in fact in holding that a 
promissory note sued upon was given for 
good consideration. 

In a judgment in which all the legal points 
raised were exhaustively treated the Supreme 
Court restored the orders of the Circuit Court 
Judge, but directed that the appeals should 
be deemed tc be one appeal, and costs 
allowed accordingly.

The plaintiff claimed damages for injuries 
received while travelling as a passenger in 
one of the defendant’s ‘buses on the 12th 
October, 19352.

Near Carrigallen 
Smith slowed down the car, and witness 
jumped out and hit the ditch and fell into 
the water table. Smith got out of the car, 
and witness started to run. Smith shouted 
after him: ‘“I will blow your brains out.” 
Witness ran for one hundred yards, and 
walked towards the cross-roads, after which 
he entered the house of Patrick Green, but 
he did not tell Green of the happening, and 
he did not report it to the Civic Guards at 
Carrigallén. 


DEFENDANT’S STATEMENT. 


Patrick Smith, defendant, in a statement 
to Superintendent Ryan, said that he was an 
ordinary member of the League of Youth, 
attached to the Ballinamore unit. .
